Rosin, four or five parts. 
Beeswax, one and one-half to two parts. 
Linseed vil, one ounce and a quarter. 


It is made into a mass and applied by the 
hand, or it may be poured, when melted 
upon thin muslin, or strong paper and spread 
thin. It can then be cut into strips of con- 
venient size.

The season for grafting is a prolonged one, 
if we consider the power we have of retard- 
ing the scions by cold, &c. It is to be done 
while the grafts are dormant, which is any 
time from the fall of the leaf in late autumn 
to the swelling of the buds in spring. Ordi- 
narily, however, out door grafting is done 
just before vegetation commences in spring, 
which is now and during the next two or 
three weeks. It may be prolonged till the 
stalks are in full leaf, keeping the scions back 
in damp sand in the cellar or elsewhere. 

The scions should be selected from strong 
and vigorous growing trees of the kind we 
want. They should be the growth of the 
previous year, of average size, well developed 
with good buds. Grafts cut from young 
bearing orchards are the best. 

The scions may be cut at any time after the 
growth of the fall has stopped, even before

For oats, wheat, buckwheat, rye and grass, 
I use the clear, crushed bone; it gives me 
the heaviest and best grain. Even where 
the soil is highly manured and the bone is 
sown, the grain is less likely to lodge down ; 
the bone seems to stiffen the straw, and the 
grain is heavier. I lay no land to grass 
without it. My custom is to sow the grain 
and harrow it in, then sow the grass seed and 
bone, and cover with the bush. I think it 
better to apply when laying the land to grass 
than afterward. I use the crushed bone 
mostly ; it costs less and cannot be easily 
adulterated without detection; the finer it 
is ground the quicker the whole return. I 
have purchased mostly that manufactured at 
the Northboro’ bone mill, and have always 
received a good article. Farmers having

Such a house can be built at an expense 
of $100. Yards must be adapted to individ- 
ual cases; 80 no estimate can be made.

MANURES—HOW AND WHEN TO 
USE THEM. 


It always affords us pleasure to be able to 
present judicious articles upon the important 
subject of manures, their proper economy, 
etc. The following, bearing upon some of 
these facts, will be read with interest and 
profit. The hints thrown out should be care- 
fully considered and improved by every far- 
mer, as they are practical in character, and 


daily application : 

“The best method of using stable or barn- 
yard manure for corn or potatoes, is to haul 
it fresh from the cellar in the condition in 
which it rests in the vaults, spread it upon 
the ploughed field, and harrow it in with a 
Geddes harrow. ‘This is what is called * long 
manure,’ and is a form which, according to 
the opinions of many farmers, is unsujted to 
immediate use; also, it is objected that in 
spreading fresh manure upon ploughed fields 
and covering it only superficially with earth, 
much of it is lost by evaporation; or, more 
correctly speaking, certain volatile, gaseous 
constituents rise on the breeze and are 
wafted away. In our view, both of these 
notions are incorrect. The excrement of 
animals must undergo a kind of fermenta- 
tion, or putrefactive change, before it is 
assimilated by plants, and itis better that 
this be carried forward in the field, as there 
it is in contact with the soil, which is greed 
to absorb all the products of the chemica 
change. Creative power has bestowed upon 
dry earth prodigious absorptive capabilities. 
If a lump of fresh manure as large as a peck 
measure is placed upon a ploughed field 
uncovered, and allowed to ferment or decay 
in the open air, the absorptive powers of the 
earth are such, that it will actually attract 
towards it ammoniacal and other cases and 
thus rob the atmosphere of its natura volatile 
principles. A film of earth no thicker than 
the rind of an orange, placed over a lump of 
manure, will effectually prevent loss of manu- 
rial products, under all possible circumstan- 
ces. It will be agreed, then, that a harrow 
is equally as effective as a plough in protect- 
ing manure in the open field. It is better to 
have the manure near the surface, as the 
rains can reach it, and dissolve the soluble 
salts, and by percolation carry them down to 
the hungry roots of plants. Long manure 
is not lost when deeply turned under by the 
plough, but.the farmer does not secure the 
whole value of his dressing under this mode 
of treatment in any case, and on some soils 
the loss is a most serious one. In the pro- 
cess of soap makiag, it becomes necessary to 
set up aleach. Now, the farmer will not 
attempt to exhaust the tub of ashes of its 
potash by forcing water into the bottom and 
dipping the liquid off from the top. The 
natural percolating or exhausting process 18 
downwards, in accordance with the laws of 
gravity.

our cattle have reached nearly as high a 
point of perfection, as is supposed so be 
profitable, possible, or desirable. Seeing 
that the development of our domestic fowls 
has, in a great measure, been under the aus- 
pices of those who have done so much for 
cattle, the question arises would they not do 
something if they gave the same attention to 
their oaey ? Is it likely that the originat- 
ors of the great herds snd the herd books, 
where the pedigrees are carried over in such 
numbers as to require a Colenso to read 
them at sight, had any idea to what their 
care and attention would lead? It will be 
universally admitted that the quality of our 
ultry as generally produced is improving 
Bat not in its proper ratio. 
We have had, during the present breeding 
season, the vistas of a large number of 
American poultry breeders who have ran- 
sacked the yards of France, England and 
Ireland, with fair judgment and more money, 
on purpose to find birds of high excellence 
in the matter of breed to put down with the 
stock they already have. They say they 
have the pure blood and good type, hut the 
high excellence they must get hence. It 
seems strange that men, who in the course 
of a holiday tour, traverse a great portion of 
the world, although they go through the De- 
partments of France of which the birds they 
want are natives, do not find them in quality 
sufficiently high to please them, and they buy 
here on the return journey. We may ex- 
pect in the course of the next year or two, to 
see birds sent us from America of greater 
size than any of our European breeding, and 
then we shall still more look for improve- 
ment. When we consider what has been al- 
ready accomplished in the improvement of 
our breeds of poultry, we are encouraged to 
look still forward, and remove to a great dis- 
tance the limit to the size of our birds. —(Cor 
Agricultural Gazette. 


MAPLE SUGAR. 


The proper age for tapping cannot well be 
given, since different soils do not grow trees 
alike. The trees should be ten or twelve 
inches in diameter. For spouts we like pine 
best. For tapping we use a half-inch auger, 
putting one spout inatree. We think we 
get more sap with one than with two or more. 
For vessels to catch sap in we use tin ; they 
do not sour like wood and are easily kept 
clean. For sapholders at the house, use 
vessels that will keep the sap sweet. Strain 
the sap before boiling, to take out all motes 
and little insects that fly into it in warm 
weather. In the whole matter have a great 
regard for cleanliness, fur therein lies the se- 
cret of obtaining a good flavor. If any one 
thinks he has a better way than we have giv- 
en we may send you a sample for your opin- 
ion as to quality.— Mars Grower, in Mir- 
ror and Farmer. 








POTATOES FROM ‘SEED. 


Seedling potatoes may be grown as easily 
as seedling tomatoes. In the fall the potato- 
balls may be gathered, and the seeds washed 
out and then put away in paper bags, or the 
balls may be slightly pressed and then dried, 
but we prefer the former plan. Early in 
spring, sow the seeds thinly in pots, boxes, 
or in a hotbed, and when plants are an 
inch or two high, transplant into sm 
thumb pots, one plant in each, and after the 
weather is sufficiently warm, turn them out 
into the open ground, pas the plants at 
least two feet apart each way. If the plants 
are started so late that it will do to trans- 
plant directly from the seed-bed into the 

air, of ‘course no potting is necessary ; 
bat to obtain potatoes large enough the first 
season to folge of their quality, the seed 
should be sown early in February or March. 
With fair treatment, tubers as large as hens’ 
eggs, or even larger, may be obtained the 
first season from seed.— Hearth and Home.
